It is even doubtful if a ministry can be 
formed or exist which he does not approve, Al- 
ready he holds in his hand dictatorial powers 
should he choose to make them so.

He has demanded a disso- 
lution of the Chamber, and far-seeing persons 
say that it is the only solution of the crisis. 
An appeal to the country cannot but result in 
his favor, for he is far beyond any living 
Frenchman, the most popular man in France 
and in the estimation of the people, the em- 
bodiment of the patriotism of the nation. 

THE PRESIDENCY IN BOULANGER’S GRASP. 

The election in the Department of the Nord 


1s looked forward to with the deep- 
est interest. His success there will 
confess his power. It may be said that 


by removing the General from active service 
President Carnot nominated him for the Presi- 
dency ofthe Republic. Already is his name 
mentioned in this connection. His support- 
ers have begun a propaganda which can only 
lead to that result. Their programme, if it 


does not declare it, means that 
they warn Carnot that he must 
abide by the Radical proposals or 


step down. The situation is frought with 
danger tothe peace of Europe. Boulauger at 
the head of the executive power, means armed 
revenge. It is doubtfal if he could restrain the 
patriotic enthusiasm which would put him 
there. He would be pushed on to war tore- 
gain the lost provinces. 
EFFORTS TO FORM A MINISTRY. 

In the meantime President Carnot seeks to 
form a ministry which will avert the coming 
storm. He has called M. Floquet, who has for 
a long time been looked upon as M. 
Tirard’s successor. M. Floquet, although 
averse to assuming the office, bas at the earnest 
request of the President, accepted the task, 
and it looks as if he would succeed, as the radi- 
cals have i‘ttle fault to find with him, and the 
Boulangerites are grateful that he 
veondemned the unfair treatment of their 
chief. M. De Freycinet and M. Flourens, and 
probably M. Goblet will join the new cabinet, 
which will be conservative enough 
to prevent any popular excesses and 
may live long enough to conduct the 
country through the throes of a 
election. With Flourens in the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and Carnot at the head of the 
government, the inevitable conflict with Ger- 
many, if not prevented, would be postponed; 
while with Floguet as Premier, a solid alliance 
might be conciuded with Russia, which would 
strengthen France for all contingencies. 

BOULANGER’S POWERFUL POSITION. 

Any ministry, however, will have to reckon 
with Boulanger, and perhaps the best thing 
that could be done would be to restore him to 
his old place in the Ministry of War, which, 
while it would not satisfy his own ambition, 
would, inacertain degree, make the people 
teel that justice bad been done the man of 


their choice.

THE FORT BROWN INVESTIGATION, 


Murphy Turns the Tables on the Carson 
Party and Downs Them, 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 31.—The hear- 
ing in the Fort Brown investigation be- 
fore the Sub Committee of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, this afternoon, re- 
sulted in some more interesting developments. 
The witness, Charles K. Murphy, whose 
efforts have undoubtedly brought about 


this inquiry into the big steal, to-day suc- 
ceeded in completely establishing his own 
excellent character and good faith before the 
committee, to the great discomfort of the 
Carson party, who represent the heirs to 
the estate upon which Fort Brown 
is located. A strong effort has 
been made by Carson and his colleagues 
to impeach Murphy for the purpose 
oft breaking the weight of the evi- 
dence he has given against them. Geo. W. 
Giddings of New York, who describes 
his occupation as that of an ‘‘attorney,’’ but 
who admitted that he had been active in the 
successful effort of J. Hale Sypher and others 
in securing the appropriation of $16,000 to buy 
the Fort Brown site, testified at some length. 


His evidence was mainly directed to 
showing that 5 was not to 
be believed. ‘‘I was informed,“ said he, 


‘*that Murphy's reputation for truth and ve- 
racity was very bad by Col. Tom Ochiitree.’’ 
A roar of laughter followed this state- 
ment, and even the witness was forced to 
smile when Chairman Ford asked: Can you 
tell me what Col. Ochiltree’s reputation for 
truth and veracity is?“ 

Murphy was very restive under the restraint 
put upon him, but finally secured the permis- 
sion of the committee to interrogate the wit- 
ness. 

Did you ever know me to hang round 
saloons? he asked. ‘This question was 
promptly ruled out by Chairman Ferd, who 
declared: ‘‘You can drink whisky and still 
tell the truth. Murphy then charged that 
Sypher, disappointed in not — able to 
be present at the investigation, had instigated 
the attempt to blackmail his character. 

He isthe man who has fixed this thing 
up, sald he. Under the searching cross-ex- 
amination of the irate Texan, Giddings very 
reluctantly admitted that some of his state- 
ments with regard to Murphy’s character 
had been poorly founded. Upon the conclu- 
sion of the examination — was owed 
to submit proofs in rebuttal, upon wHich he 
laced in evidence a number of letters 
rom Senators, Kepresentatives and officers 
of the army testifying bingy to his 
excellent reputation and fine ability. The 
routing of tue Carson party was completed 
when Murphy produced a petition for his own 
appointment to a position lu the Custom ser- 
vice to which Carsun’s name was appended 
strongly indorsing him for the place.

BEYOND CONTROL. 


The Big Burlington Strike 
Spreading Rapidly to 
Other Roads. 


Roadmen of the St. Paul & 
Fort Wayne in the 
Struggle. 


Fears of a General Tie-Up of the 
Roads Converging at Chicago, 


The Fort Wayne Men Go Ont—Burlingten 
Men Disclaim Any Connection With and 
Denounce the Switchmen’s Movement— 
Chief Arthur Retires in Disgust—Chair- 
man Hoge and the Extremists Among 
the Strikers Enfercing the ‘*Q” Boycott— 
Bad Work at Omaha—A Generally Fe 
verish Feeling Among Railroad Men— 
The Burlington Forcing Other Roads Into 
the Fight.

HICAGO, III., 
3 March 31. — Two 

railroads have 
now been involved 
in the great strike 
that began five 
weeks ago against 
the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, 
and there is every 
reason to believe 
that within forty- 
eight hours nearly 
every railroad 
running out of 
Chicago will be 
tied up. The two roads that got into trouble to- 
datwerethe Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul and 
the Pittsburg, Ft. Wayne & Chicago. The 
Burlington people forced the strike on the Ft. 
Wayne. The switchmen and engineers at a 
meeting yesterday declared that any attempt 
by any other railroad to take freight from the 
Burlington would be followed by a strike. 
this 
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The first thing the Burlington did 
morning was to attempt to compel 
other roads to take its freight. At 


10 o’clock it pushed along lineof Burlington 
cars uponthe Fort Wayne ‘‘Y’’ at Sixteenth 
street, and demanded that that road take care 
of it. About 2 o’clock the Fort Wayne officials 
ordered their men to take it and pull it upon 
the Fort Wayne tracks. The men promptly 
refused and run their engines in. The news 
spread from one engine to another, and in a 
few moments all the crews in the yards 
had quit work. Just at this time the 
2:30 Fort Wayne passenger, outward bound 
from the Union Depot, came along and 
stopped at Sixteenth street. The engineer 
and fireman learned of the strike and left 
their engine, and for a time it looked as 
though the train would get no further, but the 
conductor finaly volunteered to hold the 
throttle, and a fireman wus found and the 
train proceeded after a slight delay. The 
Fort Wayne train dispatcher said this after- 
noon that he had assurances from the passen- 
ger engineers that 
THEY WOULD NOT GO OUT, 

but no dependence is placed inthem, as it is 
thought they will be all out to-morrow. All 
of the switchmen and switch engineers are 
Idle, and the road is completely blocked so 
far as freight traffic is concerned. There is a 
| Very uneasy feeling among all the engineers, 
both on the Fort Wayne andthe other roads, 


on the inside if they were to take the bit in 
their mouths and go out without a grievance 
or Chief Artbur’s sanction. The Burlington 


intends’ to force its connections to take its 
freight, strike or no strike. It asserts it basa 
right to do this under the interstate commerce 
law, and the roads called upon are liable to 
damages under this act if they refuse. The 
Lake Shore officials have announced that they 
will haul Burlington cars if called upon to 
do so. The Kock Island has already refused 
to take sides with the Burlington. What the 
other roads will do when called upon,isa 
matter for conjecture, but it is understood that 
they will unite for mutual protection and make 
a desperate fight to break down the influence 
ot the Brotherhood and the Switchmen’s 
Union. The moment the engineers, firemen, or 
switchmen of other roads are asked to assist 
in moving ‘‘Q’’ freight, they will strike. 
Ihus the chances are fuvorable to a general 
tie-up, unless a compromise is made. The 
ae must come trom the people, 
but it is stated officially that the owners 
of. that line, aw all of whom 
are Boston capitalists, have made up their 
mind to wreck the property and bankrupt 
themselves rather than yield to the Brother- 
hood. The Brotherhood switchmen and 
brakemen on allthe roadsare now working 
harmoniously together, and they seem as de- 
termined to win as the railroad companies. It 
only remains to be seen which side will be 
THE FIRST TO YIELD. 

The strike on the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul began shortly after midnight. There was 
no particular cause for it except sympathy 
with the switechmen who were practically 
locked out yesterday. The movement was de- 
cided upon ata meeting held last night at 
which the old Milwaukee engineers and fire- 
men in the city, who were not on 
duty, were present. As soon as the 
decision was made Known all the engineers 
ran their machines into the round- house and 
lett them. The news was sent out quickly 
along the line. The result was that to-day 
freight business was completely paralyzed and 
| passenger traffic almost suspended. The 
morning through passenger trains were on 
time, as the news of the strike, which had 
been ordered at midnight, had not reached 
them before they left their destination. 
as soon as the Western avenue yards were 
reached, however, each engine was mounted 
by a delegate appointed for that service, who 
whispered to the engineer that a strike had 
been ordered and then jumped from 
the cab. The train continued on 
its way till the depot was reached, 
where the passengers alighted, then it 
was backed out to Western avenue again, 
where it was abandoned by the crew. As a 
matter of fact, the St. Faul road is in a better 
position to — 2 — than almost any 
ot site competing lines; perbaps from 
the fact that they have anticpated trouble. 
They have a large number of non-Brother- 
hood men in their employ. Superintend- 
ent Earling said this morning, however, 
that Brotherhood men were still running 
both switch and passenger engines, and 
— thought that they would continue to 
0 80. 

The first train to arrive at the depot this 
moruing was the Elgin accommodation, which 
pulled in on time shortiy after 8 o’clock. This 
was backed out tothe Western avenue yards 
and abandoned.

A TRIFLE BETTER OUTLOOK. 

It has been the custom of the officers to have 
the brakemen on these trains to do their own 
switching, hence they are not for the most 
part dependent upon the passenger switch- 
men and engineers. The trains will not be 
taken out to the Western Avenue yard, but 
will be switched at the Indiana Street yard on 
the North Side. The conductors of the aban- 
doned suburban trains are now ut- 
ting in their time switching freight 
cars at Western avenue. On the main line the 
St. Nee due at 7 a. m., arrived on 
time, and the Rockford milk train left Rock 
ford on time this morning but these trains will 
not return.

Local Freight Agent Loomis of the Pan- 
handle’’ Railroad, at9 o’clock this morning 
announced with a smile that the yards of the 
company were free from trouble. This was 
startling news, because the employes to 
a man left the ard engines 
at midnight. After holding off for an hour or 
so, they concluded to return to work. It had 
been understood, however, that a general 
walk-out would occur this morning. Dur- 
ing a visit to the tracks where the switch en- 
gineers were at work it was learned that, 
from 7 o’clock until 8 o’clock to-day 
there was a strike. When the night 
men quit at 7o0’clock the day men who had 
arrived refused to go to work until they 
should receive some explanation for the fact 
thata Panhandle engineer had gone into the 
Burlington yards and pulled out a number of 
cars loaded with McCormick reapers.

RETURN TO WORK. 

The local agent said that General Yarda-

In pursuance of its policy of forcing the 
issue upon other roads the Burlington to- 
night ran a score or more of its loaded freight 
cars upon the Illinois Central ‘‘Y’’ at Six 
teenth street and demanded that they be re- 
ceived. The Illinois Central let them stay right 
where they were. Theswitcimen and switch 
engineers declared that if ony attempt was 
made to movethem they would tie up the 
road. This leaves the Illinois Central ina 
very eee predicament. The Burling- 
ton will appeal to the courts if the freight is 
not received, and there will be a 
strike if itis. The stoppage of the Ventral’s 
suburban service would be an intolerable nul- 
sance to about 40,000 people who live along 
the line.

COLORED VOTERS IN MASS MEETING. 


Resolutions Adopted Demanding Substan- 
tial Recognition for Their Votes. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 31.—There was 
a large and enthusiastic meeting of the col- 
ored men at the Court-house to-day. The 
meeting was of a political character, the ob- 
ject of which is to demand recognition in the 
distribution of the city and county offices. For 
some time it has been apparent thatthe 
colored voters have been reserved 


and dissatisfied. They feel that the time has 
come when the ballot of the colored man 
should insure political recognition in the 
division of the offices. This feeling has crys- 
talized into a spirit of political independence. 
The meeting to-day was attended by abouttwo 
hundred colored voters, gathered from all 
portions of the county. A permanent club 
was organized. G. W. Dupee, the Madison 
House porter, was chosen President, and oO. 
H. Winston, Secretary. The following reso- 
lutions were introduced and adopted without 
a dissenting vote: 

Whereas, The colored votersof this county have 
supported candidates of different political parties in 
local offices since we were given the right of suffrage, 
but have never been recognized as worthy of repre- 
sentation in anv position which it was possible for 
these parties to bestow; therefore be lt 

Resolved, That while we are deeply 
grateful tothe Republican party for all the steps 
nich it has taken to make us free men, and the 
equals before the law of all other classes of 
American citizens, While were are grateful 
to all political parties for what they 
have done for the elevation of the race, 
we most respectfully insist that some recognition be 
given us when positions are bestowed as rewards for 
party loyalty. 

Resolved That, if this recognition is not given us 
we deem it our duty from considerations of self- 
respect to dissolve our relations with these political 
organizations in localaffairs and take such action in all 
matters pertaining to the political interests of our 
city and county, as will benefit us as well as the com- 
munity in which we live. 

The club will meet Monday evening, and 
will strive to select and indorse favorites from 
the list of candidates for the several city on- 


ces.

Wheat took a decided turn for the better 
the first of the week and the final prices 
would have been manifestiy higher had it 
not been for the obtrusion of the fear 
of a money panic. The extension of the 
strike troubles is unquestionably having great 
weight in regulating values of other commod- 
ities besides stocks and securities. It is 
producing afeeling of disquiet, nervousness 
and timidity, the same spirit that impels de- 
positors to withdraw their money from sav- 
ings’ banks and holders of little blocks of 
stock to sellout on a falling market and in- 
duces speculators and other traders to hold 
back and defer action. For that 
reason the speculative inguiry for 
wheat has suddenly dulled and the 
buoyancy has departed from the 


market. The market was under way for a 
swelling upturn. Now the price may goto 
65c. A great calamity may send the prices to 
lower figures even than that. 


Singularly enough the strike, while exerting 
a depressing Influence on wheat, is booming 
corn. It is interrupting the movement of 
corn from the country at a time when the 
shorts are beginning to look about them to 
see where they can get hold of some to deliver 
on contracts maturing in May. A general tie- 
up, which would prevent corn from 
flowing in, would a the shorts 
at the mercy of the bulis and resul¢ ina 
squeeze. In anticipation of some such a'state 
of affairs the corn market has been advancing 
8c a busbel and — it took a spurt of le a 
bushel, May closing le above June and July. 
Should the roads keep in condition to carry all 
the corn that may be offered this elimination 
of premiums will probably result in a big run 
when existing money contracts expire for the 
carrying of country stocks. Meantime the 
bears are getting the worst of it in a specula- 
tive way.

Pork and ribs to-day lost a portion of the 
ground gained the first of the week, and the 
close was weak.

Nine Chicago packing houses are 
cutting at the present time. They handled 
last week upward of 48,000 hogs, 
which, added to the number previously re- 
turned, mhke the local packing since March 1 
aggregate 225,000 hogs, against 218,000 for a 
similar period in 1887, and 286,000 in 1886. 


Chicago was favored last week with com- 
paratively fair receipts of hogs. Around the 
opening the ‘‘1uns’’ were under an average, 
but later there was a marked increase in the 
arrivals, and the supplies became sufficient to 
meet the wants of buyersof all kinds. The 
week’s marketing was in fact 7,682 head larger 
than the number received the week preceding, 
amounting to 98,250 head.

only 71,481 head. Of last week’s supplies, 
Eastern shippers took 41,000 head and packers 
and city butchers the bulk of the balance. 


In the local product market the feeling just 
now is somewhat unsettled. Cash buying on 
domestic and foreign account exhibits an en- 
NN disposition to become more satis- 
factory, but with prices wanting in stability 
buyers naturally lean to the conservative 
side. Last week, however, the distributive 
trade was much larger than usual, as well as 
more general, Packers were favored with 
increased inquiries and the actual shipments 
made amounted to 5,172 bbis pork, 6,261,085 Ibs 
of lard and 9,300,785 ibs of meats.

the dynamos, which are placed close at hand, 
furnishes electricity for fifty arc light of 2,000 
candle power each and 300 incandescent lights 
of sixteen candle power, As the reporter en- 
tered the cellar the engineer in charge was 
engaged in a series ot experiments as to the 
applicability of electricity to capital punish- 
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4 Store-Room. 
ment. Three rats had been secured, and it 
may be mentioned as an instance of 
the extreme neatness of the hotel cellars that 
they hadto be obtained outside of the hotel, 
and one by one they were fastened by a thin 
wire to the electric apparatus, and a strong 
current passed throughthem. The effect was 
almost magical. In an instant they shriveled 
up and disintegrated, evidently suffering no 
pain at all. 

To the right of the electric engine stood a 
great boiler, filled with layer on layer of 
steam coils, and connected with the upper 
stories by a complicated mass of pipes. his 
furnished the supply of hot water to all the 
rooms in the house. The process by which it 
is done is both ape and efficient, On the 
roofof the hotel is placed a great covered 
tank, containing about 10,000 gallons; near 
the boller is a steam pump, which drives the 


room some thirty feet long and ten wide is 
thickly covered with hams, tongues and sides 
of bacon. Just opposite, and distant about 
thirty feet, is the wine cellar. Here is kept 
the supply of wines and liquors required by 
the guests, The stock is very complete, being 
valued at more than $10,000, and nearly every 
variety of wine. liquor or liqueur is kept on 
hand. This room is admirably arranged, 
having racks for such fluids as keep 
best in that way, reste for the bar- 
rels of whisky, and a special lace 
assigned to the champagne baskets, 
which are piled nearly to the roof. Where such 
care is everywhere exercised it is almost im- 
possible to select any one department as pre- 
eminent, but the arrangements for preserving 
the daily supply of meat are perhaps more 
complete that those of any other branch. The 
entire southeast corner is given up to 
THE COOLING BOXBS, 

where the meat is kept. In one corpver of the 
cellar stands a large chopping-bilock, where 
all the meat received is trimmed and divided 
into the required cuts. When this is done it is 
taken to the cooling-rooms to be kept until 
called for. These rooms are lined with tight- 
fitting boards, a space being left between the 
woodwork and the foundation walis, which is 
filled with a mixture of ice and salt. At t he 
southeast corner ot the cellar is a large piece of 
canvas arranged asa windsail, which throws 
a current of air 
into a series of tin 
— 12 inches in 

lameter, which 
run beneath the 
floor and commu- 
nicate witn the ice 
lining of each of 
the coolingrooms.

FACTS FOR TEACHERS, 


Course of Study Committee Drops the Text 
Book—Other Action. 


The Course of Study Committee of the School 
Board spent three hours yesterday afternoon 
in the little meeting room that at the approach 
of summer is beginning to be anything but an 
agreeable place for a protracted sojourn. 


Miss A. k. Long, @ teacher of elocution, ap- 
peared to make an eurnest appealin favor of 
the thor@ugh teaching of elocution in the 
public schools, the suggestion being taken un- | 
der advisement. T. R. Viekroy, Principal of 
Douglas School, who was present, uested 
permission to introduce in the inder- 
garten his supplementary **gift,’’ consisting 
of metallic forms out of which letters and 
figures can be built, and a tablet suitable for 
teaching the simplest elements of reading. 
He proposes to spend twenty minutes each 
day n the last quarter of the 
Kindergarten year in testing his method, 
believing that pupils woul be enabled 
to skip the primer and take up the First 
Reader on entering the first grade. Ali the 
members of the committee present except Mr. 
Bauer voted to permit Mr. Vickroy totry, as 
an experiment, his method of treating these 

upils. 

“4 he matter of physiology was then taken up 
and a motion carried unanimously to dispense 
with the text book,‘ ‘How We Live, the health 
primer being retained.

Mr. Judson moved that it be the sense of the 
committee that American history be intro- 


duced orally and biographically in 
the first grade in connection 
with the reading and language 
lessons, and that the text books in use be 


taken up inthe seventh grade, so that pupils 
upon finishing the Public-School course may 
become acquainted with the history of their 
country up to date, instead of dropping it 
with the Administration of Washington, as 
is the case at present. This idea 
was considered au excellent one 
and was assented to by — member pres- 
ent. Owing to Mr. O' Connell's absence, the 
subject of drawing was deferred for discus- 
sion to the next meeting, when music will 
also be considered. There is no doubt but 
that the study of the former will be consider- 
ably curtailed, while music will be retained 
pretty much as it is now taught, though itis 
likely the services of a supervisor will be dis- 
continued.

AMERICAN HOSPITALS. 


Dr. Wm. Wilson of Lon don Deolares Them 
Deplorably Bad. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIspPpaTcu. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 31.—Dr. William 
Wilson, F. R. 8., a member of the advisory 
staff of the Queen’s Hospital in London, is in 
Kansas City. Dr. Wilson is making a tour or 
the United States with a view to examining 
the principal hospitals. He said to the Post- 
DISPATCH representative: Although America 
may be ahead of England in some things, in 
the matter of the care of the sick in hospitals, 


she isfar behind. While in the large Eastern 
cities, I visited the * 2 hospitals. Out of 
the whole number visited, I found 
but two where an attempt was made 
to observe scientific principles. One was the 
Mount Sinai, the Jewish Hospital in New 
York, the other the St. Catharine in Phila- 
deiphia. In most of the large hospitals of this 
country not even sanitary precautions are 
taken. The r in these institutions 
compared with that of the large English hos- 
pitals is as 20 to 1. Iwill say right here that 
the medical skill of this country is as prof 
cient as that in England and consequently the 
mortality in hospitals cannot be attributed to 
unskilled practitioners. In English hospitals a 
separate division of the building is set apart for 
surgical operations and a separate corps of 
physicians is in attendance. Then again 
this division is separated into different apart- 
ments, with all the necessary surgical ap- 
liances in each apartment, so that time, an 
portant factor in surgery, is not lost. Per 
sons affiicted with contagious diseases are 
separated from the other patients to such an 
extent that no more danger could be ex- 
pected from them than if the were 
miles away. These patients are also sepa- 
The same thing is 
true of chronic and local diseases. In the 
hospitals of this country patients with all 
sorte of afflictions are crowded together in one 
immense room, illy ventilated aed without, in 
some Cases, sufficient care. This state of at- 
fairs in some of the hospitals isso deplorably 
bad that it really amounts to homicide.’’

In Paul Kauvar’’ Mr. Mackaye did the best 
stage work of a not very long but a very 
arduous and diversified career. Had the play 
come to us from Paris with the imprimature 
of a French playwright and the guarantee of a 
Parisian production it not only would have 
been hailed as a masterwork, but would have 
secured at once the thoughtful attention of 
the press and the intelligent public for its 
merits. Had it been done by Mr. Irving the 
dream scene in it would have been recognized 
as one of those unparagoned triumphs of real- 
ism which seem to get their glamour from Mr. 
Irving’s touch. 

But nothing that Mr. Irving has attempted 
in this country at all approaches it in per- 
fected illusion, in artistic ensemble, in pic- 
torial effect, or in mechanical execution.

THE WEBSTER POST-OFFICE, 


Jacob Esau Held by Commissioner Craw- 
ford for Robbery. 


Yesterday afternoon United States Commis- 
sioneo T. L. Crawford examined Jacob Esau, 
the colored janitor of the Gymnasium af 
Webster, on a charge of robbing the Post-office 
of that village on March 19. The office 
has been robbed several times with- 
in two years, and on no occa- 
sion has anyone been convicted of 


the robbery. On the afternoon of the day the 
Post-office was last robbed the Post-masters 
Otto Preiss, was sitting in a saloon in Webster. 
Esau entered and joined some sportive seut, 
fling in which Priess engaged with Albert Giv. 
ens, a colored boy employed in the saloon- 
Preiss observed a yellow envelope in Esau’- 
coat pocket, and taking it out asked the jani- 
tor what he was doing with that. I've — 
more of them, ‘Esau replied, and being 
pressed, drew forth several envelopes of the 
same sort. 

That's what I've been looking for,“ ex- 
claimed the postmaster, ‘‘where did you get 
tnem?’’ 

found them down the railroad track, 
Esau said. 

The postmaster wanted to examine his pock- 
ets to dee ift he had more envelopes, but the 
negro refused to be searched. He drew off his 
overcoat and undercoat and threw them upon 
the floor with the remark: ‘‘Now take 
allthere is. Ifound them down the railroad 
track, and if you’ll come with me I'll show 
you where. 

The Postmaster readily agreed to accompany 
the janitor, and together they went to a place 
east from Webster near the railroad tracks, 
where were found a quantity of envelopes, 
„postage due’’ and other stamps. u’s 
story, and it was the same then as on yester- 
day, was that ne had been going to the 
house of his father-in-law, George Marshall, 
for milk when his attention was attracted to 
the envelopes. He did not know whether 
they were of any value or not, and put some 
in his pockets, intendingto ask . Priess 
about them. He claims he knew nothing of 
the robbery of the Post-office until told that 
afternoon by Mr. Priess. He then refused to 
credit the information, thinking the Posmas- 
ter was still skylarking with him. 

Esau has borne a good reputation in Webster 
and a number of citizens there are interested 
inhim. They believe he is unjustly accused 
and propose to furnish him all the 
means necessary to prove his Innocence. 
Nathan D. Allen is on his bond and 
was present yesterday during the examin- 
ation and Lew W. Ottofy, Otto Preiss and 
Thos. H. Murphy were examined on the part 
of the Government, and John W. Ryan, Albert 
Givins, N. D. Allen and the defendant on bis 
behalf. Esau’s attorney advanced the theory 
that the robberies of the Ferguson, Webster 
and other Post-offices in the immediate 
vicinity of St. Louis were committed by 
an organized band having headquarters 
in the city. He stated as a fact 
that the ‘‘divides’’ after the robberies of the 
Webster post-offices had always been made 


about the same place and that on the east or 


St. Louis side of Webster. He protested 

ainst holding his client, claiming that prob- 
able cause had not been shown. The Commis- 
sioner held there was sufficient cause shown 
to hold Esau and demanded a new bond for 
hie appearauce in tne next term of the United 
States District Court.

WITH INFANTS. 


Abandoned Little Ones Taken In by Charita- 
ble People—Peculiarities of Would-Be 
Parents — Requirements ef Institutions 
Giving Out Children for Adoption— Faun 
Fern and Her Fortune—Baby Farms— 
Experiences With Midwives—The Sources 


EAR STORIES failed to en-

Indian-Head Cent. 


In 1808 anew design was adopted for the 
American cent, and it was continued until 1814. 
These cents are known as Indian-head cents, 
and they are allrarein perfect condition, es- 
pecially those of 1809 and 181]. One of the 1809 
cents sold in the Crosby sale for $60, and as an 
evidence of the 2 value of perfect 
cents, the following extract from the price-sale 
catalogue ofthe Mackenzie collection, sold in 
New York in June, 1869, gives the history of an 
1811 cent, It is marked Lot 653 and deseribed 
as follows: 

***Uncirculated. The finest cent of this date 
Ihave met with. This cent was purchased by 
Mr. Leavitt of Cincinnatiat the sale of Mr. 
Cook's coins in Boston, for $12.50. When I 
sold Mr. Leavitt’s coins it was purchased by 
Mr. Lightbody for $25, and when I sold his col- 
lection Mr. Mackenzie bought it for 48.“ It re- 
alized at this sale $72.50. 

No cents were coined im 1815 on account of 
the burning down of the Mint, and this is the 
only break in our coinage between 1798 and 
1857, thus making a comparatively continuous 
series of dates as to cents, whereas the gold, 
silver and one-half cent series have many bad 
breaks and gaps, when there was no coinage. 
In 1816 anew design was adopted which, in 
g neral, continued to 1857, Cents of 1817, 1818, 
1819 and 1820 are, even in perfect condition, 
worth only about from 50 cents to $1 each on 
account of the liberal supply on hand. Bags 
of these cents were found stowed away in an 
old bank and the market became glutted. 
The cents of 1821 and 1823 are rare, and a pers 
fect one of the latter date, in the Thurston sale 
of 1880, brought $55, and it was cheap at that. 
The dates thereafter =p to 1843, if in good con- 
dition, will command from $38 to $15 each, and 
from 1844 to 1857 from $1 to $2.50 apiece. If

NO PERFECT COLLECTIONS OF U. &. CENTS. 

Is there a perfect collection of tue United 
States cents?’ 

No. Such a collection does not exist in 
the world, and, as I have told you, the best is 
Parmaiee’s of Boston. I wantto say a word 
more about the collection of the National 
Museum. It is a national disgrace and a 
source of keen disappointment to have on ex- 
hibition such worn-out and common pieces as 
are there exhibited. The rare pieces are all 
lacking in the genuine and thelr places are 
filled by seized electrotypes. Nearly every 
other capital in the world nas its coin collec- 
tion, and the home coin collections 
have the post of honor. The coin col- 
lections of the British Museum are 
famous and the Government supports them. 
Itisthe same at Vienna, Berlin, Paris, St. 
Petersburg and other cities, and the official- 
of these institutions want the best coins ob 
tainable. Our National Museum wastes its 
money in buying ancient Greek and Reman 
coins, whose authenticity is questionable, and 
the collection of which should be subordinate 


and secondary to the collection of United 


States and Celonial coins. Foreign collectors 
laugh at us in this respect, and a noted one, 
in talking of the Museum collection, said: 
‘The cases are pretty; the contents are trash.’ 
Congress, Mr. Gollins went on, ‘‘should 
make an appropriation for the purchase of 
an extra choice collection of American coins, 
showing forth the numismatic history of 
this country. The Museum ought to have 
it, and 1 have said 80 to those in charge 
and have been met with the request to 
donate better coins myself. Thousands of 
Gollars are e nded annually for plaster 
casts of fish and stuffed animais, which is well 
enough, but it seems to me that the numis- 
matic history of this country,

orphans, hospitals for children and found- 
which furnish the bulk 
of material for these adoptions. How 
many unfortunate mothers there are who 


| never seek this mediation to secure a home 
for the children they cannot keep, no one can

know, and it would be difficult to collate the 
information regarding adoptions fri'm the in- 
stitutions referred to. By far the largest ma- 
jority of children taken for adoption are ille- 
gitimate. They are placed in the asylums by 


| their mothers and relinquished to those insti- 


tutions. That is to say the mothers on plac- 
ing them in charge of the charitable persons 
who offer to care for these unvelcomed 
strangers, give up all claim to their offspring 
and agree never to see it again, and to remain 
in ignorance of the disposition made of it. In 
most cases of this sort the conditions are not 
bard. 

There is another source from which come 
children for adoption, and that is the lying-in 
institutions,in the city, private and public. 
There are born each year in the city’s Female 
Hospital over one hundred children, of which 
number possibly 25 per cent are retained by 
their mothers; the remainder find parents and 
homes in which the history of their birth has 
no influence to blight their lives. Some of the 
infants obtain homes before their mothers 
leave the hospital. Sometimes they are 
placed by their mothers for a timein some 
one of the many institutions in the city which 
receive children of tender years and care for 
them for a small compensation, but some, in 
spite of shameand everything, cling to the 
little ones and will not let them go. 

St. Ann’s Foundling Asylum at Tenth and 
Biddle streets sup- 
plies a large number 
ofchildren for adop- 
tion. Itisthe largest 
foundling asylum in 
the city. Scarcely a 
week passes that an 
infant is not found 
upon the steps, de- 
serted by the wretch- 
edand poor, but not 
always heartless, 
mother. Seldom, in- 
deed. is anything con- 
cerning sucha child’s 
parents ever learned, 
and seldom, indeed, 
isthere any inguiry. 

A Waifs. The rudely-bundied 
infant tells the whole story, and the mother’s 
tears could not tell more. 

A reporter of the Post-DISPATCH talked with 
the ape — at St. Ann’s. She said: ‘‘We have 
more applications for children to adopt than 
we can supply. Few people who are 
willing to adopt children are also 
willin to take upon themselves the 
care of the child in its first year. They want 
the little one to be old enough to walk a little. 
From 1 to 4 years are the favorite ages. When 
they take a child so young the people always 
make it their oon and ralse it in entire igno- 
rance of its true origin. The babies we have 
for adoption are some of them foundlings, 
many of them illegitimate and some of them 
are orphans. When achild is given out for 
adoption there is no claim upon it on the part 
of either of its parents or its relatives. Ihave 
never exactedj any written releases from rel- 
atives of orphan children, but if our home 
was larger and we had more of such children 
for adoption I suppose it would be necessary 
for me to take such precaution to avoid 
trouble. There is no call for twins, few per- 
sons caring to take upon themselves the 
bringing up of more than one adopted child at 
a time. Our applicants are those who have 
had children and who have lost them, 
or those to whom no children have 
been orn. Most of the children 
brought here are healthy and homes are ob- 
tained for them as soon as possible. It there 
is no claim upon them we have no difficulty in 
placing them in suitable homes. If the mother 
refuses to relinquish her right to the child and 
is at the same time unable to care for it, we 
transfer it after a while to some of the orphan 
asylums for education. If the child is incapa- 
bie of being educated, being idiotic or other- 
wise deficient, it is sent to the City Poor- 
house. We have constantly on file a number 
of applications for children between 1 and 8 

ears old, and whenever we get such a child 

or adoption we write to the persons ap- 
plying and it is not long until the 
ittie one has a comfortable home. 

The Baptist Orphans’ Home at Lafayette and 
Mississippi avenues is also a founding asy- 
lum. Most of the children admitte are 
placed there by unmarried mothers, though 
some of them are notso unfortunate. Under 
the rules of this Home an entrance fee is re- 
— from the mothers, and this fee ranges 

m % to $25, according to their means. 
When this fee is paid, and the mother has re- 
leased her claim to the little one, it is kept 
and given all the care and attention it needs 
until a home is secured. If the mother will 
not — 4 ee her right to the child she is 
charged ard at the rate of $% to $7 per 
month. The relinguishment is 
easily obtained from most 
mothers, and yet the supply 
for — is not equal to the 
demand, the matron says.

She must have 
been 2 years old when she was found on the 
steps of the hospital, dirty and stupid, and 
wrapped inadirty blanket. Her stupor was 
from hunger, andit was days before she re- 
covered from what must have been along 
. of privation. She remained in the 

ospital about four months and during that 
time could not be induced to talk. Two words 
were all she was ever known to utter in that 
buliding, Mamma, addressing the matron, 
and the physician’s name. One day a 

entleman from Kansas called there, look- 
ng for a baby for adoption. He 
had been to every other likely place inthe

The detans of 
adoption were soon completed, and the joyful 
couple set out to buy a wardrobe for their new 
treasure. In the mutual attraction, being 
deeply religions, they recognized the hand of 
providence, and from the first said they feit 
the child was as much their own asif it had 
been born to them, and it was born for them. 
That afternoon, loaded with finery the ragmutf- 
fin, nameless, deserted baby of three months 
before, left the hospital in acarriage like a 
little queen. The adopting parents wrote at 
intervals for two years, telling of the pleasure 
the child had brought them, and at the end 
of that time they brought the child back to 
the hospital, as they had agreed to do in the 
papers of adoption. Instead of being silent 
and bashful then, the little one was full of 
chatter. She did not remember the hospital 
and was in a falr way to lose the vague re- 
membrance she had of a time before she got 
papa and mamma. 

Giving homes to children is a different mat- 
ter from adoption. Persons who wish to raise 
deserted infants as their own secure them in 
infancy, and before their brains are strong 
enough to retain any impressions made upon 
them by surrounding circumstances. They 
are thus able to bring up the little one with no 
knowledge of its true parentage, and to edu- 
cate it according to their own lights and preju- 
dices. After a child has gotten to a remem- 
bering age, say (years old, there are few peo- 
ple who would care to adoptit. There must be 
something strikingly beautiful about the 
child who is adopted after it has reached the 
age of 7 years.

A 
reporter of the POST-DISPATOH in the character 
of a man in search of a child for adoption, 
called recently upon a midwife on Chestnut 
street. He explained his mission to her, and 
the midwife replied with a great deal of alac- 
rity that she had not then any infants for adop- 
tion. 

Had you called last week,“ she said, “I 
could have let you had a lovely baby on which 
there was noclaim. Of course you know that 
all children I might have for adoption would 
be very small; in fact I never keep one beyond 
six weeks. I have had as many as four in the 
house at one time; but it is not hard to find 
homes for them, though most applicants would 
rather have children who have gotten through 
the first year. 

Do all of — patients leave their children 
for adoption?’’ 


Oh, no, not allyonly 
those who are unfortun- 
ate. Most of my patients 
take their children away 
withthem; tothe others 
the possession of the 
children would mean the 
exposure of their secret. 
Such mothers never want 
to see their children 
again, exact no promises 
regarding their disposi- 
tion and readily agree to 
be kept forever ignorant 
regarding such disposi- 
tion.’’

A QUEEN IN: EXILE, 


Isabella of Spain, Her Paris Residence and 
Sad History. j 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPaTcuH. 
PARIS, March 17.—There is mystery about 
Isabella’s exile from Spain. That she herself 
conspired against the Regent I do not believe, 
but unfortunately the ex- Queen is surrounded 
by friends who are conspirators in the highest 
degree. 


understand why in the eyes of many Spaniards 
she is still Isabella Segunda. Whether or no 
she schemed against the Government she is 
punished by banishment from Spain. A few 
days spent at Seville on the way to Paris gave 
Her ex-Majesty time — * — on the folly of 
listening to unwise nseliors. I have just 
heard from anear relative of her’s living in 
Paris that she has written to her friends here 
that Holy Week at Seville has no attractions, 
and she will arrive in this city by March 20. 

Queen Marie Christine should have no fears 
when there are s0 many candidates for her po- 
sition. Castelar, in spite of his assertions to 
the contrary, works itor a monarchical over- 
throw; Zorilla would like to be President of a 
republic; Don Carios hopes to be King, and, 
if report be true, Isabella would supplant the 
Regent herself. Zorilla, radical as he is; 
firmly believes that Isabella would ascend the 
throne were the Regent deposed. It is true 
that since the death of Alfonso the Duc de 
Montpepsier has anxiously looked forward to 
a revolution, 

Although the Duc may succeed in placing 
the crown on the head of some member of his 
family he has no chance himself. Mont- 
pensier is the Nestor of the Bourbons. Not- 
withstanding his benevolence, good sense, 
wit and intelligence, were the decisive mo- 
ment to arrive he would find himself with 
more friends than partisans. The Spanish 
reproach him with two faulte—avarice and 
ambition. For the first they have but one 
proof—he, to their great grief, sells the 
oranges on the * near Seville. As for 
his ambition, his marriage to Isabella’s sister 
was the result of this quality. Although the 
Duc hoped that Isabella would have no heirs, 
thus leaving the throne to the Duchess, it was 
with great sorrow that he gave his daughter, 
Mercedes, to King Alfonso. For the Mont- 
pensiers, Isabella had always been like a fairy 

odmother, but now she hates them. The 

uchess is called the Mater Dolorosa of the 
family, because of ber affliction. When Queen 
Mercedes died, Isabella could not refrain from 
stinging her sister severely. The duchess, 
overcome by ber sorrow, found that her hair 
had turned white in one night. The next day 
Isabella suid to her: Well, my sister, your 
wish is realized. You always wanted to be 
the elder. ‘“o-day you could pass for my 
senior.’’ 

Of course, Isabella married Don Francois 
d’ Assise for political reasons; they had nota 
taste in common, and it is not surprising that 
while Don Francols planted cabbage at the 
Chateau d’Epinay, Isabella bad a gay life in 
Paris. 

Although her face bears a happy expres- 
sion, Isabella has bad a sad history, and the 
loss of two children can never be forgotten. 
But she is so constituted, that distracted in 
spite of herself, she becomes interested in 
everything foreign to her sorrow. Only those, 
who knew her Intimately can testify to her 
great lovefor Alfonso. The grand salon in 
the Palais de Castilie, Paris, the salon in 
which he received the Spanish delegation 
that cameto offer him the throne, is dark- 
ened, and since his death, no one but the 
mother has crossed its threshold. There she 
spends hours, with what poignant souvenirs, 
what bitter tears!

They 
shout and move with as much uniformity as can 
be drilled into them, and that is about all that 
is expected. Then the composition of the 
crowd is constantly changing. .As men get 
other jobs they drop out. What isto hold them 
in the theater? Certainly not the pay, and 
equally certainly not any taste for the art or 
any encouragement or good treatment they 
receive from the 1 or his assistants. 
Notice Harrigan’s productions and you will 
see that the individuality of appearance, 
action and exclamation of his crowds is re- 
markable. This is due to the fact that he 
employs low-priced actors for these and does 
not trust to the regulation super. There is no 
disgrace in appearing in a non-speaking part. 
Nearly all the great foreign actors have done 
this. The pupils of schools of acting here can- 
not do better than get practice in this way.’’
